Some care for the stage properties, others have charge 
of activities which are carried on to maintain the physical well- 
being of the company, while still others provide for the recreation 
of the actors. 

We could digress at great length upon the similarities between 
the university and a stage, but that would be of little further 
avail. Let us look rather at those who have played their parts, and 
have passed through the Graduation Exit to a Greater Stage — 
the World . There, by virtue of their experience, the will be con- 
sidered talented artists, and will be expected to act with distinction.

Speaking last night before an audi- 
ence of morn than. 400 undergraduates 
and townspeople at the Plrst Prtshy- 
t"rlnn Church or Princeton. William 
E. ("Ptiyroot") Johnson delivered an 
exhortation for world prohibition In 
which he declared that tho United 
Slates could nevor expect 100 per cent 
nhslinënço until tho nations of the 
world were lined up with her in the 
cause. Choosing ns his tr<p!c, "The 
Cross and the Crescont," Mr. Johnson 
pointed out the Important part reli- 
gion has played In tho campaign, as 
well as the present cooperation be- 
tween the. Christian and the Moham- 
medan faiths in tho Par East, 
-Rapid Spread of Prohibition 
The lecturer continued, stating that 
the prohibition movement had spread 
faster than any similar program in 
tho world'n history. Starting with a 
few cases of "local option" In towns, 
counties, and states of the Union, 
.lorno 50 years ago, a remarkable in- 
terest was shown. In the period up 
to the time of the Groat War tho 
project was embraced" by some 12.000 
towns, and 32 states. The problem 
proved to bo one that, could not ho 
controlled by any local means, aji tht 
liquor interests always managed to 
eva.de tho laws for the benefit of tho 
few. regardless of the wishes of the 
majority. 

Following the will of the majority, 
the present ISth Amendment was 
adopted. Rut Just as "loent option" 
proved inadequate for the small com- 
munities, so the Prohibition Amend- 
ment remains insufficient tor the 
country at large. The only measure 
that will prevent the flooding of Am- 
erica with foreign liquor will be uni- 
versal prohibition., a; project which 
is well on its way to establishment. 
E'romlnent men in England, such as 
Lloyd George, have declared that If 
America could prove her system a 
success, the British Empire would be 
dry within ten years. 

The courageous action of America 
in Introducing Prohibition to the 
Christian world has led many smaller 
countries to take the initial ^«p. 
Since 13 IS Finland. Norway, parts of 
Canada, two states of Mexico, five di- 
visions of Imperial India have adopt- 
ed the measure. Japan and Poland 
have recently taken steps to follow, 
and in Sweden 060.000 voters last year 
voted on the question with a result- 
ing defeat by a margin of only some 
few hundreds. There are 57 Dry re- 
presentatives in the French Chamber 
t»t Deputies, and: in Germany 4(10,000 
of the middle classes filed a petition

Liquor Propaganda, 

I The Uquor interests abroad have 
j spread -.stories of the inefficiencies 
and Impossibilités ot the Amercan 
system, many ot which are believed. 
But regardless, of what is said by 
scofflaws. the ISth Amendment is 
now. after only tour years of existence, 
much more effective than the licens- 
ing law was during 100 years. But 
the question is still to be grappled 
with In its foreign aspects, and it Is 
here that co-operation between the 



world religion*, which was started 
and fostered by tin-, passing of th* 
Prohibition law in the United States 
will ba of most avail. 

There are Cii'ce important rea-aoua 
for the rapid spread of the Moslem 
faith amonv the pagans of Africa 
durlns tho last 50 years: First, the 
simple character of the. faith, which 
the ignorant, savages could easily un- 
derstand: -second, the low ethical 
standards of this religion, which made 
It easier for the aborigines to live up 
to; and third, the total abstinence 
demanded by this religion, which bad, 
an spécial appeal to the blacks. In 
the pagan districts of South Africa, 
the Christian and Moslem mission- 
aries engage in bitter strife over the 
conversion of natives to their respec- 
tive religions, but they co-operate in 
the tight against liquor. 

The first act of Turkey, the only in- 
dependent nation ot the Moslem faith, 
after freeing herself from tho protec- 
tion of the European powers, was to 
pass a prohibition law. Many tilings 
can b>: said to the disadvantage, of 
Turkey, but. this act certainly speaks 
in her favor. Egypt, also, is strongly 
supporting prohibition and hopes to 
pass a. la.w soon prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of liquors. 

In closing his address, Mr. Johnson 
summed up the influence ot the two 
mosl» widespread religions of the 
world. Christianity and Mohammedan- 
Ism in advancing prohibition. "For 
3.000 years Mohammedansm has op- 
posed the drinking of intoxicating, li- 
quors. Now America, Uie greatest 
Christian nation, has joined, in this 
movement and the other nations are 
beginning to follow her lead. As a, 
result of America's action, she is now 
cho most respected nation among all 
tho countries of tho .world. If. avery 
good man and woman of this country 
put their shoulders to tho wheel, in 11 
few years we will see universal pro- 
hibition."
